Was Discussed by Councilmen and 
Membars of the Board of 
Public Works. 


SUMMARY ACTION IS ADVISED

The Employment of an Expert En- 


fflneer to Investisate McCuiffan 
Sprlnffs Decided Uoon. 


The city council last night recom­ 
mended that the board of public works 
secure the set-vices of a competent en­ 
gineer to make an estimate on the cost 
of conveying the water from McGuigan 
Springs to this city and ascertain the 
volume of water . procurable ut that 
piace. 
' 


This recommendation was the result 
of all earnest and exhaustive discussion 
of the water supply question by mem­ 
bers of the board of public works and 
the councilmen at the special meeting 
of the latter last night. It was the 
unanimous verdict that steps must be 
taken to increase the supply of water; 
that the protection of the city against 
conflagrfttions, and the convenience of 
the citizens demanded the adoption of 
some course relative to providing more 
water. 


The members of the board of public 
works who met with the councilmen 
were W. L. George and W.P. Robbins. 
Mr. Robbins stated that the continued 
complainings of the people, the criti­ 
cism they had heaped upon the board 
of public works for reducing the sprink­ 
ling hours from four to two, had caused 
that body to consider seriously the 
necessity of increasing the facilities for 
providing water for the city’s uses. 
With the present supply it w a s impos­ 
sible to give the citizens better service, 
and unless more w'ater was procured it 
would be necessary another year to cut 
the sprinkling privileges sn entirely. 
Mr. Kobbins explainea that the board 
of public works had discussed the mat­ 
ter and agreed upon the proiM>sition of 
employing an expert engineer to in­ 
vestigate the feasibility of getting a 
supply 
of 
water from 
McGuigan 
Springs to use as an auxiliary to the 
present system. The quality of the 
water obtainable there surpassed that 
now in use a»d the board as far as it 
had investigated could see no objec­ 
tions to the scheme.

W. L. George was not inclined to 
criticise the citizens for ñnding fault 
with the w'ater service they are now 
provided with. 
‘*They complain be­ 
cause they do not understand the situa­ 
tion,” said Mr. George. ‘‘I did the 
same thing before I became a member 
of the bMrd of public works and 
learned a few things about our water 
works system. I used to think that 
Engineer Rounds was to blame; that 
he wasn’t doing his dutv. I hadn’t 
time to investUj^ate and this conviction 
remained with me until I became 
acquainted with the condition thatpr^ 
vafls at the water works station. We 
have brought Mr. Rounds with us and 
ask that he have permission to explain 
why there is a lack in the supply of 
water. If, after having the cost of 
bringing water here from McGuigan 
Springs investigated, and it is found to 
be too expensive the information of 
the engineer will be valuable when 
the city is in a position to make such 
improvement. ’' B'ollowing Mr. George 
Mr. Robbins explained that there was 
just as much water in the city wells as 
existed four years ago, but that the de­ 
mand waPB continually increasing while 
the supply remained unchan;^ed.

George F. Hounds, the man who 
manipulates the 
machinery in the 
pumping station and has made a study 
of the situation, gave a very intelligent 
explanation of the condition of the 
water works system. He said that dur­ 
ing a dry time when the citizens gene­ 
rally were sprinkling their lawns the 
stand-pipe full of water would be low­ 
ered in 15 minutes to all the pumps 
could supply. The obieotion to keep­ 
ing the reservoir full all the time as 
many had suggested was that it would 
necessitate the continual operation of 
the pumps which would give the wells 
no lime to recuperate. The water in 
the stand-pipe is never below a 40- 
pound pressure, and while the pumps 
are idle and the water is going down 
in the reservoirs the wells are filling 
up and in case of a üre the city wlU 
have full wells to draw from and all 
the pressure the capscity of the system 
is capable of providing. The greatest 
difficulty is the great length of the 
pipe« in the wells which creates a det- 
rlmentai amount of friction. 
The 
>pumps have 25 inches of auction while 
In St. Joseph there is a vacuem of only 
six Inches. The primary fault is that 
the water can’t get to the wells on ac­ 
count of the fineness of the soil. Using 
lwo>ihlrds of the atmospheric pressure 
as Mr, Rounds found it necessary only 
un»>tlilrd remained with which to force 
the water through the mains. It was 
Impoasible to keep the reservoir full 
with the pumps 
operatipg during 
sprinkUag hours.

fire broke out. 
In case of fires when 
eight leads of hose were necessary it 
would require the combined pressure 
of the standpipe and engines in the 
station 'to give suflücient pressure' to 
make the streams used in fighting the 
fire available. 
Mr. Rounds expressed 
a willingness to have the pum|>s run 
continually if it was practicable. The 
repairs would be much less and it 
would be more convenient for him. 
With the city only using two hours for 
sprinkling the »supply would be suffic­ 
ient for this year, was Mr. Round’s 
opinion. 


Mr. Robbins said it would be impos­ 
sible ¡to extend the sprinkling hours 
and maintain a safe water supply in 
case of fire. 
Mr. George added that 
the board of oublic works had not been 
incited by arbitrary minds in cutting 
the sprinkling hours dow’n to two; that 
if the proi)erty owòers were disposed to 
run the risk of having their possessions 
destroyed by fire for tne sake of having 
two hours more added to the sprink­ 
ling season the board was willing to 
concede to it. 


Councilman Ward, a member of the 
fire and water committee two years 
ago, said that he had participated in 
wrestling with the same problem: that 
the committee had investigated Mc­ 
Guigan Springs and considered that 
there was an abundance of 
water 
there and that it would not cost tcrex- 
ceed $15,000 to bring it here according 
to the estimate of Engineer Johnson. 
If the people wanted more water they 
certainly ought not to object to an ex­ 
penditure • intended to secure more. 
Mr. Rounds stated that Mr. Johnson’s 
estimate of $15,000 included a 2^inch 
main, while a 12-inch main would con­ 
vey all the water necessary; 


Alderman Brown figured that if the 
fact got out that the city’s water sys­ 
tem was inadequate the excess in In­ 
surance rates would more than pay the 
tax for increasing the system.

Washington, May 25.--The Republi­ 
can caucus yesterday emphasized tne 
fact that there is a wide divergence of 
opinion amoHK the Republican senators 
on rates of duty fixed in the various 
schedules of the tariff bill. The sena­ 
tors were In caucus nearly four hours. 
The only official announcement that v.'.as 
made after the caucus adjourned was 
that It was decided to appoint three 
senators In addition to the Hepubllcun 
members of the finance committee, who 
are to act as a committee to assist in 
getting the tarlft bill through the sen­ 
ate. 
It was generally stated, hqw- 
ever, that an 
agreement 
had 
been 
reached that there should be no ast 
speeches on the bill from the Repub­ 
lican side except that of Aldrich, which 
Is to be delivered today. A resol'utlon or 
menioraiidum offered by Burrows was 
agreed to by those present, which sets 
forth that, the sense of those present— 
there not being a full attendance of the 
caucus—was that Republican senators 
having amendments to offer should 
present them to the Republican mem­ 
bers of the finance committee, and if 
the amendments are approved by the 
committee they are to be offered in the 
■enate. 


Aliirhili Asked to Kxplaln. 


If disapproved the senators presenting 
them are to have the right to submit 
them to the Republican caucus, which 
li to be callcd upon each schedule if 
amendments to it are proposed. 
The 
flnance commiitee is to hold sessions 
each evening for the purpose of hear­ 
ing propositions from Republican sen­ 
ators and to decide upon the advisa­ 
bility of presenting such amendments in 
Ihe lienaCe. The object of this proposi­ 
tion Is to prevent the Republicans fr.im 
dividing upon various schedules which 
might be prcs<*nted. The necessity of 
this arrangement was developed by the 
debate and the various contentions of 
ser.ators. In rhe early part of the cau­ 
cus Aldrich was called upon for an «x- 
planation of the bill and some of the 
amendments. During the remarks Cul* 
lorn called for a statement on the sut;ar 
schedule, over which there had l>een so 
much controversy. 


Change« in tlio .^ngar 8«heiliile. 


The explanation presented was large­ 
ly technical, but the senators who heard 
him understood that the house schedule 
would largely exclude the coarse and 
low grade from Java, the Philippine 
Islands and other points. The protection 
in the senate bill was 75 per cent., and 
equalized the high protection on low 
grades and high grades. The effect of 
thi house schedule would be to sixut 
out the lower and cheaper grades of 
sugar, the system of compound duties 
presented by tl'.e senate bill being for 
the purpose of making this equality. 
The average rale In the senate bill was 
75 per cent., with a differential of 1-8 of 
a cent on refined sugar. Aldrich said 
that this was not as advantageous to 
the sugar re.iners as the house bill. 
The explanation seemed to cause gen­ 
eral satisfaction^_______

WMtorn aad Eattorn Men at Out* on Dnty 
on Hide«—Tlie Beer Tax. 


There w'as some discussion upon the 
length of time the bill should be under 
diTCUSsion in the senate. Mason sug­ 
gested that as soon as the opening 
speeches were' made a move should be 
taken towards having a vote on the bill 
in two weeks. 
It was decided to ask 
that after the debate had run along for 
a week the senate begin its sessions at 11 
o’clock and sit until 3:30 and have even­ 
ing sessions from 8 to 11 p. m. Debate 
on the various schedules consumed the 
time of the caucus. A great deal of op­ 
position was developed to the Increased 
tax on beer and a duty on tea. Platt 
of New York, Hanna and Spooner w'ere 
eispecially vigorous in their opposition to 
the Increased 
tax on beer. 
It 
was 
pointed out that the Democrats had al- 
r» ady stated their oijposltlon to this tax 
aifd would make an elTort to have the 
senate committee amendment elimi- 
r.ated. 


They thought it would be wl.se to have 
an arrangement effected which would 
relieve Republican senators of embar­ 
rassment. It was determined that an 
effort .‘?hould be made to secure revenue 
both from beer and tea by a stamp tax, 
which would accomi>llsh the same re­ 
sult. Western senatoi*s referred to the 
wool schedules. Warren of Wyoming ap­ 
pearing as the spokesman for the wool 
gruwen<< of the west, said that the duties 
propo.^ed by the committee were, in his 
judgment! inadequate, and he thought 
there should be increases on the lines of 
amendments proposed by the western 
senators. 


Lodg« spoke against the duty on hides, 
saying he did not see how he could avoid 
voting for an amendment which projjosed 
placing hides on the free list. This 
statement raised a storm among the 
western men. who said that if such a 
method, was proposed they would be 
cQmpelUd to vote for placing certain 
articles on the frfee list or for reducing 
the duty upon them. They did not ex­ 
pect that the Democrats would vote 
with them to increase duties. H it wefit- 
erners announced that to settle with the 
eastern men who voted to reduce dutiea 
on their products they would vote to re­ 
duce the duty on articles which their 
people purchased and did not produce. It 
was this state of aflfairii that brought 
fourth the proposition of Burrows to 
submit proposed changes to the Repub­ 
lican members of the finanoe oommlttea 
and then to the caucus. 


There was no talk of bolting, and no 
senator said he would vote agalnat tbt 
bill aa a whole. It waa on the matter of 
■chedulet that they Oliagretd. The 
question of abrogating the Hawellen 
treaty oaused e lively delwte. ▲ Mrlch

Washington, May SS.—;An importan|t 
railway case was dWded yestei^ay by 
the supreme éourt, which is construed to 
mean that the interstate-commerce com­ 
mission cannot lawfully pass upon rates 
to be put Into effect in the future. The 
case was that of the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas. 
Various railroads 
were concerned, and the case was orig­ 
inally instituted by the freight bureaus 
of Chicago and the Cincinnati chamber 
of commerce. The c|uestion involved 
was whether congress intended to confer 
upon the Interstate commerce commis­ 
sion power to fix rates. The opinion w^as 
rendered by Justice Bre\%^er. The gist 
of the opinion is found in the follow'lng 
paragraph: “Under the interstate com­ 
merce act the commission has no power 
to prescribe the tariff of rates which 
shall control in tlie future, and there­ 
fore cannot invoke a Judgment in man­ 
damus from the courts to force any such 
tariff by it prescribed.” 


Continuing Justice Brewer asked: 
"Has the commission nò function to per­ 
form In resgîoct to matter of rates?” Re­ 
plying to his own question he said: “Un* 
questionably it has and most important 
duties in respect to this matter. It is 
charged with the general duty of In­ 
quiring as to the management of the 
business of railroad companies, and has 
the right to compel full and complete in­ 
formation as to the manner in which 
such companies are transacting business. 
And with this information it is charged 
with the duty of seeing that there is* 
no violation of the long-and-short-haul 
clause: that there Is no discrimination 
between individual shippers, and that

An Important decision interpreting 
the interstate commerce law was made 
In the case of C. S. Wright vs. the 
United States, from the district court 
for the western district of Pennsylvania 
The case grew out of competition be* 
tween the Panhandle and the Baltimors 
and Ohio roads for the betr-carryini 
business of F. H. Bruening. a whole-” 
sale beer dealer of Pittsburg. 
The 
rates charged by both roads for beer 
was 15 cents per Hundred between Cin­ 
cinnati and Pittsburg. The Panhandle 
road had a side track at Bruenlng’t 
place of bu'teiness,’ so that it could un­ 
load shipments into his premises, while 
it cost him 3Và cents per hundred to haul 
the goods from the Baltimore and Ohlc 
station. 


To secure the business the Baltimore 
and Ohio made an arrangement to de­ 
liver the goods to Bruenlng’s 
ware­ 
house, and afterward Bruening offered 
to do the hauling himself for 
cents 
per hundredweight, paying the railroad 
15 cents per hundred for freight and 
presenting a monthly bill for.I^centsper 
hundredweight to the railroad company, 
which was paid. Henry Wolf, another 
dealer, paid the sanie freight rates and 
also paid for his hauling, the distance 
being nearly as great as Bruening’s 
goods were hauled. 
Complaint 
wa# 
made that the arrangement was In vio­ 
lation of section 2 of the interstate com­ 
merce act. prohibiting rebates, draw­ 
backs, etc., and first the circuit court 
and yesterday the supreme court sus­ 
tained this contention. 
The law, said 
Justice Brewer, was designed to compel 
every carrier to give equal rights to all 
shippers over its road, and to forbid 
it by any 
device to enforce higher 
charges against one than another. 


In the case of the interstate commerce 
commission vs. the Detroit, Grand H a­ 
ven and Milwaukee Rallw'ay company, 
appealed from the circuit court of ap­ 
peals for the Sixth district by the com­ 
mission, the decree of the court below 
was affirmed. The case was based upon 
a petition of Stone & Carten, retail mer­ 
chants of Ionia, Mich., alleging viola­ 
tions of sections 2, 3 and 4 of the inter­ 
state 
commerce act. 
The interstate 
commerce commi.s3iim sustained the pe­ 
tition, but the courts did not. 
The 
charge was that the railroad company 
furnished cartage free to the merchants 
of Grand Rapids and did not to the 
Ionian merchants». The court held that 
“the fourth section of the act has in 
view only the transportation of passen­ 
gers and property by rail, and that 
when 
the passengers and 
property 
reached and were discliarged from the 
ears at the company'.^ station at Grand 
Rapids for the same charges a.s those 
received for similar service at Ionia the 
duties east upon the company were ful­ 
filled.” 


The supreme court adjourned yester­ 
day until next October. When the court 
cryer announced the final adjournment 
for the term there were apparently 380 
cases on the docket undisposed of, but 
there were actually 359 cases, 21 having 
already been 
argued and submitted. 
This i.^ a smaller 
number than the 
records of the court have shown for

And WUI Am end an Exlstlnsr O rdi­ 
nance as to Allow Su ch Privi­ 
leges to Be Given. 


The city eouueil i« disposed to grant 
t)ie Hiji Foui* I'siilway company permis­ 
sion to construct a wooden frame build­ 
ing for depoti purposes on the site and 
adjoining the present structure used by 
the i’ompany for such purposes.

Mayor Bell suggested that 
the amendment be so couched as to 
leave it discretionary with tho council 
to say what material should be u.sed in 
buildings withip the tire limits and with 
Bifch an ordinance tlie council could 
permit a wooden structure to be built 
when it seemed practicable a^ in the 
case of the Big Pour railway company. 


The opposition to such an amend­ 
ment lay in the fact that the council 
would make enemies unless it granted 
every petition for privileges that eon- 
llieted with the intent of the ordi­ 
nance, but this did not discourage the 


aldermen in deiiring an alteration as 
to permit it allowing to the Big Pour 
company what it desired. 
Tt was ar- 
guea that tlie Big Four y^eople would 
not build at all unless permitted to 
construct a frame building and any ar­ 
rangement which would improve the 
appearance of the property, the council 
thought, should be encouraged.
